The Retail Liquor Traffic. 

In mOBt civilized ( .untrioB the ro- 
tail Hqaor traffic ia placed under more 
or less BtriDEent regulations which *V> 
ply to, perhaps, no other branch of 
The reason for this are 
obvious. Such is the peculiar nature 
and aoch are the inevitable tendencies 
of the trade that the public good de- 
mands that it shall be plaoed under the 
the strictest surveillance. Bolighteoed 
legi8l atieu now proceeds upon the 
Jllrecognised principle tha, the St ate 
does oot benefit fioaacially by the 
avenue derived from reta.l liquor 11- 
oeuces, aud that the public safety, mor- 
aH -y and wellbeiog are beat promoted 
bvkoepmg the trade in few and re- 
sponsible bands. In Borne commutes 
legislation has gone the length of ab- 
B olute suppression; but it cannot be 
.aid that Una. been very Bucccssful. 
Nearly all the reason, which have led 
to a rigid regulation of the traffic m 
other countries will be found U> apply 
with accumulative force to British Col- 
umbia-with infinitely greater force in 
one respect. In thia Province he 
Indian population far outnumbers the 
white. Here, as elsewhere, 'firewater' 
rousei tbe devil in the savage breast - 
ttn d It requires no pen-and-ink sketc 
to enable the reader to comprehend the 
danger of permitting an indiscriminate 
and unrestricted traffic in intoxicating 
liqoorB in British Columbia. That the 
traffic is too indiscriminate and too little 
restricted it is tbe object of the present 
article to point out. The intention of 
the law on this point is.doablleas, goodi; 
but its provisions are altogether too las, 
and have to a great extent become a 
dead letter in so far, at least, as the 
number of licenses to te iisued and the 
character of the licensee are concern- 
ed, Here is the authority under which 
these licenses are issued .—'No License 
shall be granted to any person for tho 
■ale of wine-, spirits, beer, or other 
fermented or intoxicating liquor by re- 
tail, udIcbs upon the csrtifieate of a 
Justice of Peace, which said Certificate 
Bhall be granted nfier epocfio and 
public application therefore and after 
reasonable notico to snob Ju.tioo, to bo 
given by the applicant, due regard being 
had in the grant by such Justice of such 
Certificate to the requirements and con- 
venience of the public* It is, we think, 
tolerably clear from the above extract 
from the law legulating the liquor 
traffioln this Province, particularly 
from that portion of it put in italics, 
that no more houses should be licensed 
thao the public convenience demands. 
Lot us see how far the iBsue of retail 
liquor licenses has been regulated by 
that principle. We beliovo Victoria 
has something like sixty licensed liquor 
.hops. Beckoning tho population at four 
thousand, and giving oaoh of those es- 
tablishments an equal s hare,ihoro would 
be sixty-six ^ a half OU8tomers 10 
ecch establishment, or, leaving out the 
women and children, there would 
probably be le B s than half that num- 
ber. Will anyone say that, in isBiiitig 
these sixtylicetises 'due regard' has been 
bud'to tbe requirements ai d oonveulen« 
ce of the public ? We have not mentione d 
Victoria becuose ii ia any woieo in 
this reaped than most olLer onnimuni- 
ties iu tbe Province. Indeed, it is better 
than fome. Tako an illustration 
of bow completely 'ho spirit and in* 
tcntionof tho law have.iu sone in- 
stance, at lea*t, boon disregarded by 
those called upon to i^uc, or withhold 
tboeo litcnro'. At a -ecent bOraion of 
th.< Licensing Court, b Id at Now 
WeHtminsio,, no fewer than eight dif- 
ferent panion applied for liceuso to 
rauil fermented liquors at Hi^tiogs 
Mill, liurrard Inlet. The mun^er of 
the mill was preseni »» d atroogly protested 
«H»iu»t an" sucb ticmber of ItcencoH being 
lastied He aud there were only eome tnet- 
tv-four mf n employod at the mill and ibat 
the I «o licensed places already ra'.ablishnd 
were far more lhai. ei>ou S h 1 wo of tie 
Justioe. of tbo Peace c<nt«ndtd stoutly for 
granting license t» tbeeight applicants; and 
in doirju Si, Viotoria was rolerred to uu an 
example and iho question was naked, " Why 
Should wo saoritice revenuo to a mere senli- 
mectt" Fortunately for Having. Mill, more 
rational oouueel prevailed, und einbt houses 
were not liooniied for tbe porpoBe ol supplv- 
i n e twenty-four working men With f?rog. 
As tbo mill manager plainly intimated in 
eouit tbo object was less to carry on a legi- 
timate trade with the, whites than ta proso- 
onte wllb g.eater eaae tho illicit Indian wbni- 
kv trade. Wo mention this case in order to 
illustrate bow completely ibo spirit and 
rranileet intention of tbe law are ignored 
ond bow perniciouH the praotico muet be both 
to tho civilized and uncivilized poiUor.H of 
,bo population, In a blind de.ire to swe 
lhe revenuereinri B.it is to be leared that 
MagUtratesarein too many instance* Dwel- 
ls the criminal calendar and filling our 
jailb utid o bMii-googs.

to wbioh tbe latter gentleman sensibly adds J

Under these accumlat- 
cd afflictions, he broke down completely, and 
of late be had frequently avowed his desiro 
to be dono with life as soon as possiblo, 

Europe. 

London, July 15 — The Echo this evoning 
dovotos a leading article to Catacazy'g atate- 
raauts. It saya tbat Catacazy's pamphlet, which 
was offered to the United Stales (or two buu» 
dred pounds, has been published. It fully 
justifies oar opinion that it was not worth 
tbe money.

The 
pamphlet quotes a note addressed to bim by 
tVortachukoff, in which the laiter says he does 
not lose ai^hl of the fact that wo are not 
sowrrs of discord, and tbat we carefully ab- 
stain from encouraging miBundoratundinic be- 
tween England and America, The Emperor 
wants peace.

per cent, ugainsi 2J in 18G7. 

Aa Inttuen'ial meeting ol Catholics was 
hold last night, tbe Duke of Norfolk presiding, 
Resolutions wore adopted protesting against 
tho action of the Italian Government toward 
the Papal authorities, and condemning 
tho recent action by German Parliament pro- 
scribing Jeiuites.

On the trip 
from Honolulu Capt Ned Wukeman of the 
Mobongo waa stricken with paralysis and Is 
now coofinod to his bed.

A large numbor were recently 
stolen from Drummond Island. The natives 
of Solomon's group, on the 20th of April, at, 
tacked tbe officers and crew of the Sydney 
whale ship Onward, aud killed tbo captain 
and fourth officer, and wounded a number of 
the crew.
